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The  History  of  the  Club. 


The  American  Numismatic  Association  Convention  of 
1923,  which  met  in  Montreal,  was  the  indirect  beginning 
of  the  Detroit  Coin  Club.  E.  A.  Hoare,  then  District 
Secretary  of  the  A.  N.  A.  for  Michigan  and  A.  C.  Hutch- 
inson were  in  attendance.  The  idea  of  a Coin  Club  for 
Detroit  evolved,  was  discussed  with  others  and  approv- 
ed. The  question  of  members  was  settled  by  obtaining 
from  F.  G.  Duffield  a list  of  A.  N.  A.  members  in  Det- 
roit. These  persons  were  notified  of  the  intention  of  the 
formation  of  a resident  club. 

Fourteen  attended  this  first  meeting  of  the  Detroit 
Numismatic  Society,  held  at  the  Detroit  Institute  of  Arts 
Friday,  February  15,  1924.  E.  A.  Hoare  was  elected 
President  and  A.  C.  Hutchinson,  Secretary-Treasurer. 
Future  meetings  were  scheduled  for  the  first  and  third 
Thursdays  of  each  month  at  the  Dime  Bank  Building. 

The  Detroit  Coin  Club  was  adopted  as  the  official 
name  of  the  society  at  the  second  meeting.  A Consitu- 
tion  and  By-Laws  was  drafted  and  subsequently  approv- 
ed. 

A club  of  collectors  is  rarely  content  to  merely  exist; 
it  usually  seeks  to  educate  and  interest  others,  and  the 
Detroit  Coin  Club  proved  to  be  no  different.  The  idea 
of  a permanent  collection  in  the  Detroit  Museum  of 
Arts  was  sponsored  but  did  not  materialize.  The  coins 
and  medals  acquired  later  became  the  Club’s  own  collect- 
ion. 

The  first  public  exhibition  was  held  February  of  the 
following  year,  1925.  Since  that  time  there  has  been  an 
annual  exhibition  by  the  members  of  the  Club.  A perm- 
anent exhibition  was  placed  in  The  Detroit  Historical 


Society  in  1932.  After  the  theft  of  the  more  valuable 
pieces  in  1934,  this  idea  was  abandoned.  In  1933  the 
Michigan  Stamp  Club  proposed  a joint  exhibition.  The 
public  liked  the  idea,  as  many  ride  both  hobbies.  We 
have  continued  to  exhibit  with  the  Michigan  Stamp  Club 
each  year  since.  Apart  from  this,  the  various  members 
exhibit  at  the  semi-monthly  meetings. 

A Club  Seal  was  adopted  May  of  1925,  and  was  to  be 
used  on  official  stationary  and  medals.  This  appears  on 
the  obverse  of  the  silver  and  bronze  Lincoln  Medals 
struck  to  commemorate  the  100th  meeting  and  on  the  ob- 
verse of  the  leather  medal  struck  for  the  150th  meeting. 
It  does  not  appear  on  the  bronze  Washington  medal 
struck  to  commemorate  the  200th  meeting. 

The  same  year  as  the  Club’s  first  exhibition,  1925,  De- 
troit was  designated  as  the  convention  city  for  the  A.  N. 
A.  One  hundred  and  six  visitors  registered. 

January  of  1925  was  the  first  of  the  annual  banquets. 
These  have  been  held  at  clubs  or  hotels  in  Detroit  or  in 
Windsor. 

In  January  1926,  Life  Membership  in  the  A.  N.  A. 
was  applied  for  and  granted.  The  number  is  23. 

In  this  brief  history  one  may  note  that  the  founders 
early  began  to  fulfill  the  purposes  of  a club.  The  club 
has  grown  and  continued  to  function  actively.  May 
future  members  add  enthusiasm,  knowledge  and  purpose 
to  it.

Constitution  and  By-Laws 

of  the 

Detroit  Coin  Club. 
1936 


Article  1.  Name  and  Object. 

Sec.  1.  This  organization  shall  be  an  association  known 
as  the  Detroit  Coin  Club. 

Sec.  2.  Its  objects  shall  be  to  encourage  and  promote 
the  science  of  numismatics  by  the  acquirement,  disburse- 
ment, and  study  of  coins,  paper  money  and  medals;  to 
cultivate  fraternal  relations  among  collectors  and  stud- 
ents; to  encourage  and  assist  new  collectors,  and  to  foster 
the  interest  of  youth  in  the  subject  ; to  stimulate  and  ad- 
vance affiliations  between  collectors  and  kindred  organiz- 
ations; to  acquire  and  disperse  numismatic  knowledge;  to 
form  and  maintain  a cabinet  of  numismatic  specimens 
and  a library  of  numismatic  literature  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  its  members  and  to  demonstrate  the  fact  that 
numismatics  is  an  educational,  serious,  and  entertaining 
pursuit. 

Article  2.  Membership. 

Sec.  1.  The  membership  of  this  Association  shall  be 
divided  into  two  classes;  Active  and  Honorary. 

Sec.  2.  The  Active  members  shall  constitute  the  gov- 
erning body  of  the  Association,  from  which  all  officers 
shall  be  chosen. 

Sec.  3.  The  Honorary  members  shall  comprise  those 
who  are  considered  deserving  the  distinctive  title  of  Hon- 
orary, and  have  rendered  the  Association  or  the  science 
of  numismatics  some  special  service.  Honorary  members 
shall  be  elected  only  by  a majority  vote  of  Active  mem- 


bers  present  at  any  regular  meeting,  but  must  first  be 
nominated  by  the  Board  of  Governors  before  such  elec- 
tion. 

Article  3.  Officers. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Presi- 
dent, First  Vice-President,  Second  Vice-President,  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, a Board  of  three  Governors,  and  a Lib- 
rarian. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  be  composed  of 
three  members  elected  as  such  and  the  President  ex-officio. 
The  presiding  officer  of  the  Board  of  Governors  shall  be 
elected  as  Chairman  by  the  Association  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  the  other  officers  are  elected. 

Sec.  3.  The  First  Vice-President  shall  act  as  Presi- 
dent in  event  of  the  absence  of  the  President  and  shall 
succeed  the  President  in  the  event  of  his  death  or  resign- 
ation. After  this,  the  line  of  succession  shall  be,  Second 
Vice-President,  Chairman  of  Board  of  Governors,  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. 

Sec.  4.  The  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  such  as  per- 
tain to  officers  in  similar  organizations,  and  as  are  more 
specifically  set  forth  in  the  By-Laws. 

Article  4.  Revenue. 

Sec.  1.  The  revenue  of  this  Association  shall  be  deriv- 
ed from  the  dues  of  its  members. 

Article  5.  Powers. 

Sec.  1.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  have  and 
use  a common  seal  and  to  alter  and  change  the  same  at 
its  pleasure,  to  sue  and  be  sued  by  any  court  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  to  take  or  receive  for  the  purpose  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, any  gift,  grant,  or  devise,  and  accept  and  ad- 
minister any  trust  for  the  purpose  of  the  Association. 


Article  6.  Amendments. 

Sec.  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amend- 
ed. Any  vote  for  alteration  of  the  Constitution  or  By- 
Laws  shall  lay  on  the  table  until  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, at  which  time  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers voting  on  such  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be 
necessary  for  ratification.  All  amendments  shall  go  into 
effect  upon  official  announcement  of  the  result  of  such 
vote. 

By-Laws. 


Article  1.  Meetings. 

Sec.  1.  Regular  meetings  of  this  Association  shall  be 
held  the  first  and  third  Thursday  evenings  of  each 
month. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by 
the  President  for  social  or  other  purposes  should  same  be 
necessary  or  advisable. 

Sec.  3.  Seven  active  members  in  good  standing  shall 
constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  and 
the  election  of  officers. 

Article  2.  Dues. 

Sec.  1.  The  dues  of  this  Association  shall  be  $1.00  per 
year,  payable  to  the  Secretary  in  advance  on  January 
1st  of  each  year.  Members  admitted  during  the  first 
six  months  of  the  year  shall  pay  the  full  amount  of  the 
yearly  dv.es.  Members  admitted  during  the  last  six 
months  of  the  year  shall  pay  only  59  cents. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  who  fails  to  pay  his  dues  before 
February  1st  in  any  year  shall  be  liable  to  suspension. 
Members  four  months  in  arrears  for  dues  shall  be  dropped 
from  the  roll.  Any  member  dropped  for  non-payment  of 


dues  may  be  re  instated  within  a period  of  two  years  upon 
payment  of  all  arrearages,  provided  no  charges  are  pend- 
ing against  him.  After  said  period  of  two  years,  applica- 
tion for  membership  must  be  made  in  the  usual  manner. 

Article  3.  Application  for  Membership 

Sec.  1.  Application  for  Active  membership  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Secretary  on  a special  form  furnished  by  him 
and  shall  state  the  applicant’s  name,  address,  age,  occup- 
ation, and  date  of  application.  Each  applicant  shall  be 
recommended  by  at  least  one  Active  member  of  the  Asso- 
ciation who  personally  knows  and  vouches  for  the  char- 
acter of  the  applicant.  Initiation  fee  of  $1.00  and  dues 
for  the  current  year  must  accompany  the  application. 

Sec.  2.  Applications  may  be  acted  upon  at  any  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Association  and  applicants  will  be  de- 
clared elected  only  on  unanimous  vote  of  Active  members 
present  at  such  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  objection  is  made  to  the  admission  of 
an  applicant,  the  Secretary  shall  refer  the  matter  to  the 
Board  of  Governors  for  disposition. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  an  application  is  rejected,  the  dues  and 
application  fee  shall  be  returned. 

Article  4.  Duties  of  Officers. 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Association.  In  case  of  a vacancy  in  any  off- 
ice, he  shall  appoint  a member  to  act  until  the  Board  of 
Governors  fills  the  vacancy.  In  case  any  officer  is  pre- 
vented by  sickness  or  any  other  cause  from  performing 
the  duties  of  his  office,  the  President  may  appoint  a sub- 
stitute to  act  during  such  disability. 

Sec.  2.  The  First  and  Second  Vice-President  shall  as- 
ist  the  President  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 


Sec.  3.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  keep  a true  re- 
cord of  the  transactions  of  the  Association  and  preserve 
all  documents.  He  shall  collect  all  money  due  the  Asso- 
ciation. He  shall  pay  out  money  only  on  order  of  the 
Association  or  the  Board  of  Governors.  He  shall  at  any 
time,  upon  request  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  present 
a complete  report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  his  transactions.  He  shall  furnish  such  bond 
as  the  Board  of  Governors  may  require. 

Sec.  4.  The  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  the  coins, 
medals,  books,  papers,  etc.,  which  the  Association  may 
acquire,  and  shall  give  access  thereto  to  the  members  un- 
der the  regulations  set  forth  in  the  general  laws.  He 
shall  compile  an  accurate  catalogue  of  the  same,  with  the 
name  of  the  donors,  or  price  if  purchased  by  the  Associa- 
tion, together  with  any  other  information  concerning 
them,  and  to  keep  them  in  order  and  safety. 

Article  5.  Election  of  Officers. 

Sec.  1.  Officers  and  Governors  shall  be  elected  separ- 
ately by  written  ballot,  cast  by  individual  members  pre- 
sent at  the  regular  meeting  on  the  first  Thursday  in  Dec- 
ember. The  member  receiving  the  largest  number  of 
votes  for  any  office  shall  be  declared  elected.  New  officers 
and  Board  of  Governors  shall  assume  office  on  January  1. 
The  Librarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Govern- 
ors, to  hold  office  until  the  next  election  of  officers. 

Art  icle  6.  General  Laws  and  Regulations. 

Sec.  1.  No  officer,  committee  or  member  shall  incur 
any  expense  in  the  name  of  the  Association  unless  the 
same  has  been  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Governors,  ex- 
cept that  the  President  and  Secretary  may  incur  any 
necessary  expense  for  postage,  expressage,  or  printing  for 


their  offices,  and  for  any  necessary  supplies  or  stationery, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

See.  2.  All  officers  at  the  expiration  of  their  term  of 
office  shall  deliver  to  their  successors  all  books,  papers, 
money  or  other  property  of  the  Association  in  their  pos- 
session, and  shall  not  be  relieved  of  their  bond  or  obliga- 
tion until  this  requirement  has  been  complied  with. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  case  of  a vacancy  in  any  office  except 
President,  the  Board  of  Governors  shall  elect  a member 
in  good  standing  to  serve  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Sec.  4.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  resign  from 
the  Association  while  he  is  indebted  to  it  in  any  manner 
or  while  there  are  charges  pending  against  him. 

Sec.  5.  The  use  of  the  Association  seal  shall  be  re- 
stricted to  the  official  stationery,  and  any  Association 
printing  of  an  official  nature.  Consent  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  must  be  obtained  for  its  use  for  any  other 
purpose. 

Sec.  6.  Members  will  be  permitted  to  take  from  the 
library  any  book  for  a period  of  two  weeks.
